1 . DEP FOREIGN MIN ECOBESCU REPLIED TO DCM QUERY AT ISRAELI 
RECEPTION ABOUT SCINTEIA ARTICLE ON CSCE THAT ROMANIA WAS 
INDEED VERY SATISFIED WITH PROGRESS AT HELSINKI AND THOUGHT 
PROSPECTS ALSO SOMEWHAT BRIGHTER AT VIENNA. ECOBESCU CON 
FIRMED THAT HE NOW HAS GEOGRAPHIC RESPONSIBILITY FOR DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES RATHER THAN SOCIALIST STATES AS BEFORE. HE WAS 
RELUCTANT TO DISCUSS WHICH SUBSTANTIVE DIRECTORATES HE COVERS 
BUT, AFTER SOME HESITIATION, SAID HE STILL FOLLOWS CSCE AND 
MBFR FOR TIME BEING. HE STRONGLY IMPLIED A BELIEF THAT THIS 
MIGHT BE ONLY A TEMPORARY ARRANGEMENT. 

2. COMMENT: UNCOMPLETED BUT SWEEPING MFA REORGANIZATION HAS 
HAD LOWER OFFICIALS QUITE UPSET AND CONFURSED; EVEN THE 
NORMALLY COCKY ECOBESCU SEEMED UNCERTAIN WHAT HIS FUNCTIONAL 
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RESPONSIBILITIES WILL BE OVER LONGER TERM. FOR MOMENT, HE 
SEEMS TO RETAIN CONTROL OF CSCE AND MBFR NEGOTIATIONS AS WELL 
AS SUPERVISION OVER POLITICAL FEATURES OF US ACTIVITY.
